Mere Compliex Arrangement Likely. 

Detailed plans of the drawing itself 
remain to be finally approved by Secre- 
tary Baker. There are indications that 
@ more complex arrangement than has 
yet been outlined publicly will be em- 
ployed in the interest of perfect fair- 
ness, 

As far as can be told now, every 
registrant will have to be informed 
mot only of the serial number placed 
on his card by the local exemption 
board, but also of the exact number of 
registrants in his district. Mtherwise 
he will be unable to know until he is 
ordered before the board what his or- 
der of liability is. 

Given his own mumber and the total 
mumber of registrants in his district, 
any registrant can tigure out quickly 
what place he occupies in the line as 
goon as the results of the lottery are 
announced. If there are 1,000 regis- 
tered men, every serial number above 
that will represent a biank in that 
district when it is drawn, and the rota- 
tion numbers orf the drawing will pass 
them over. ‘Thus if No. 1,423 should be 
drawn first, No. 1,869 second and. No. 
1,247 third the oraer of liability in a 
1,600 district wouid be No, 1,425 Lirst 
and No. 1,247 second. ,

Population Estimates. 

Reconsideration of population esti- 
mates in the light of registration re- 
turns showed that on tne average 9 
3-10 per cent ot the total population 
were within the age limits ot the draft 
bill. In large commercial] and industrial 
centers, however, the percentage ran 
far above that figure because of the in- 
flux of young men. 

A case in point is Detroit, where, 
with an actual population of probably 
less than a miliion the proportion of 
registrants indicated a population of 
1,521,000, using the rule established. 
This was due to the automobile and 
Other plants in that region which have 
called many young mon from the coun- 
try to work. In its r<«..sed estimate, the 
bureau fixed Detroit's population at 
the ‘inflated figure, for the purpose of 
draft only. 

Officials believe that in the main this 
plan was fair, but they realize some ine- 
qualities may result because of the 
large alien population in some sections. 
All aliens of draft age were required 
to register and their number figured in 
the allotment ‘basis, but unless the law 
is changed they must be exempted from 
service. That will put an unequal] bur- 
den on citizen registrants in the com- 
munities of large foreign population

| Right to Criticise 
U.S. Government 
Upheld by Court 


New York Judge Frees Man 

Jailed for Quoting Inde- 
pendence Declaration on 
Oppressive Governments. 


New York, July 17.—A citizens’ right 
to criticise the government was upheld 
today by Justice Peter J. Hendrick, of 
the state supreme court, in granting a 
writ of habeas corpus setting free Har- 
ry Aurin, sentenced to thirty days’ im- 
prisonment by a magistrate for dis- 
orderly conduct after he had distributed 
circulars containing extracts from the 
United States constitution and the dec- 
laration of independence, together with 
the question “Does our government live 
up to these principles?’ 

Justice Hendrick said a misconcep- 
tion of the distinction between an “in- 
citement to violate the law and a criti- 
cism of the law” had arisen. 

Reminded by an assistant district at- 
torney that the defendant had printed 
in larger letters sentences from the 
declaration of independence asserting 
it is the right of the people to abolish 
oppressive government, Justice Hen- 
drick said: 

“Why, that’s 
independence. 
it is what the united press of the coun- 
try is urging upon Germany at the 
present time. It is what the people 
have done in Russia.” 

Appeal will be taken from Justice 
Hendrick’s decision, it was said.

F.,” as the senate secretary is 
popularly referred to by everyone, was 
sworn in Tuesday afternoon in Mayor 
Candler’s office at city hall along with 
28 other men of the Ansley Park Civfc 
league, of which Mr. McClatchey is 
president. They form the Ansley Park 
“home guards,” and are now known 
as “Home Guard Unit No. 2.” 

Like the West End home guards, 
who are known as “Unit No. 1,” they 
are subject to assignment for police 
duty by Chief of Police Maye. They 
will be given the preference of guard- 
ing Ansley Park. 

Dr. C. J. Vaughn, chairman of the 
police board, administered the oath of 
office. Dr. Vaughn explained that in 
case of emergency they will be subject 
to police call and assignment from 
Chief Mayo; that they must arm them- 
selves, and that Chief Mayo would fur- 
nish them with police badges as soon 
as a supply arrives.

Assistant Secretary Appeals to 
Business to Make the War 
Clean and Patriotic. 


Washington, July 17.—An appeal to 
the business world “to make the con- 
duct of this war as clean end patriotic, 
as heroic and self-sacrificing at home 
as it is in the trenches of France and 
Flanders’ was issued today by Carl 
Vrooman, assistant secretary of agri- 
culture. 

‘“‘Never before have the business men 
of a nation shown as much patriotism 
as they have shown in the United States 
during the past three months, aid 
Mr. Vrooman in a formal statement. 

“Unfortunately, however, there have 
been exceptions to this rule. Only re- 
cently we have seen the secretary of 
the navy and the chairman of the ship- 
tee board forced into the arena in a 

and-to-hand struggle with an organi- 
zation of unpatriotic, selfish, sodden 
steel magnates. 

“If an army of civilian patriots be 
not organized to stand behind the pres-

“INSIDE RINGS” RULE

Opportunity for Grafting to 

Develop Public Scandal. 
Senate Leaders Compro- 
mise Differences on Food 
Control Measure. 


Washington, July 17.—Sentiment in 
the senate toward compromising dif- 
ferences on the food control bill ap- 
parently crystallized today on a #roup 
of amendments drawn up at jouuc con- 
ferences of democratic and republican 


leaders, 
While on the senate floor another 


day was spent in criticism of the de- 
ense council and other executive bodies, 
a reprint of the bill was made ‘em- 
bodying the leaders’ proposals which 
are expected to remove many basic ob- 
jections and develop general support. 
Summary of Revisions. 

Principal revisions recommended by 
the. leaders are for limitation of gov- 
ernment control of foods, feeds and 
fuels, including kerosene and gasoline; 
creation of a special board of food ad- 
ministration of three salaried commis- 
sioners, instead of administration by an 
individual; fixing by congress of a basic 
minimum price of $1.75 per bushel for 
No. 1 northern wheat; extension of gov- 
ernment licensing to elevators, farm 
machinery, factorjes, packing houses, 
coal mines and dealers, fertilizer pro- 
ducers and salers of such prod- 
ucts, and , t purchase and sale, 
to secure e prices, of fuel, 
wheat, flo. tans and potatoes 
only. 

Voting on these proposals and other 
amendments is expected to begin to- 
morrow. Among the first to come up 
probably will be that under discussion 


today, restricting sale to the govern- 
ment of products in which the volunteer 
advisers of the defense council are per- 
sonally interested. 

_ Graft Hinted in War Contracts. 

Senator McKellar, democrat, of Ten- 
nessee, made a long speech criticising 
the contract policy of the council's ad- 
visory body. The 7-per cent commis- 
sions for supervising construction of 
army cantonment camps, he declared, 
will “milk the -government” of about 
$250,000 for each of the sixteen camps. 
He charged that “inside rings’ domi- 
nate contracts for the army, let with- 
out competitive bids. 

World-old standards of honesty and 
ethics, declared Senator Johnson, of 
California, republican, require that gov- 
éernmené representatives Shall not serve 
in a dual capacity—for themselves ana 
the government. denator Townsend, of 
Michigan, another repwhblican, warned 
that “a host of vultures are flocking 
to Washington” to secure war contracts, 
and that the opportunity for grafters 
might develop a pubiic scandal. 

Shoe contracts were the basis of 
criticism by Senator Kenyon, of lowa, 
republican. 

During the day’s debate Herbert 
Hoover, the food administrator, also 
was criticised by Senator Gore and 
warmly defended by Senators Chamber- 
lain and Myers. Senator Weeks at- 
tacked the shipping board and the fleet 
corporation for not hastening action on 
the shipping program, 

Compromise Amendments May Win. 

The opinion was general tonight that 
the bi-partisan compromise amend- 
ments would go far toward solving the 
sefate’s. difficulties over the legisla- 
tion. A considerable faction plans, 
however, to fight for government con- 
trol of iron and steel products and 
others favor a food board of five in- 
stead of three Members. 

The amendment created the board 
as drafted by the leaders provides that: 

“The president . authorized 
and directed to appoint, by and with the 
advice of the senate, three commis- 
sioners, at an annual salary of $7,500, 
who shall constitute a board of fvod 
administration and who shall perform 
such duties in carrying out the pur- 
poses of this act as the president shall 
direct. One of said commissioners shall 
be a farmer actually engaged at the 
time of his appointment in the cultiva- 
tion of the soil. -The president shall 
designate the members of said board. 
Said commissioners shall hold office at 
the pleasure of the president during 
continuance of the war,” 

Hardwick Opposes BIIL 

Senator Hardwick said that so long 
as the present bill carries provisions 
placing steel, iron, copper and wool un- 
der government control, there was no 
reason why cotton should not be in- 
cluded. He said, however, that he was 
opposed to the entire bill, because he 
believed it to be impracticable. The 
Georgia senator also declared, that he 
was opposed to national prohibition, be- 
cause there may be “necessity for forbid- 
ding the distillation of alcoholic liq- 
uors during the war.”

Hawkins and family were driving at a 


crossing near Bolton on July 12. 

Besides his parents, he is survived by 
two brothers and two sisters.

At the time of the accident nine peo- 
ple w@ére in the automobile, and the 
occupants of the car did not see the 
approaching train until it was nearly 
upon them. Mr. and Mrs. Hawkins, it 
was thought, were injured more seri- 
ously than any of the other occupants, 
but since the accident Dewey had been 
steadily growing worse.

16 Suffrage Women 
Sent to Workhouse 
To Serve 60 Days 


‘Alleged They Blocked 
Washington Sidewalks. 
Dudley Field Malone Vain- 
ly Appeals to Wilson. 
Rumored Malone Has Re- 
signed. 


Washington, July 17.—Sixteen woman 
suffragists, arrested while participat- 
ing in the Woman’s Party Bastile day 
demonstration in front of the white 
house were sentenced in police court 
today to serve sixty days in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia workhouse for ob- 
structing the sidewalks. 

The women were given the alterna- 
tive of paying $25 fine, but they re- 
fused the offer and were taken to the 
workhouse at Occoquan, Va., and turned 
over to a matron who saw that edch 
got a shower bath and exchanged her 
clothes for a heavy one-piece prison 
dress. Tomorrow they will be assigned 
to the sewing room of the prison, 
where they will work seven hours 
daily. 

Tonight the party’s headquarters here 
was ina flurry of uncertainty over the 
question whether the women should be 
permitted to serve their sentences with- 
out protest or whether the cases should 
be appealed. Early in the. evening 
there was a positive announcement that 
there would be no appeal, but later that 
was recalled and it was said there 
probably would be no decision until 
tomorrow. 

Malone Appeals to Wilson. 

Although no one at the headquarters 
would confirm it, there were indica- 
tions that the course of the women’s 
friends might be determined finally 
by the attitude of Dudley Field Malone, 
collector of customs at New York, who 
came here to testify for the women and 
later asked the court to be permitted 
to act as their counse].. The request 
was granted, Police Judge Mullowny 
giving him temporary authority to act 
as a member of the Washington bar, 
but instead of taking any legal steps 
on behalf of the women, Mr. Malone 
went to the white house for a long con- 
ference with President Wilson. 

What happened at the conference 
was not revealed, but Mr. Malone came 
away visibly perturbed and there were 
Tumors that he had resigned his col- 
lectorship and would take up actively 
the fight of the suffragists who re- 
peatedly have been in police court dur- 
ing recent weeks for their demonstra- 
tions at President Wilson’s doorstep. 
These rumors Mr. Malone himself would 
neither deny nor affirm. 

When the collector departed from 
the executive offices his face and man- 
ner showed evidence of great emotion 
and he walked rapidly away, leaving 
a taxicab which had brought him from 
his hotel standing at the gate, 

First Long Sentences. 

Today's sentences were the first of 
more than three days’ duration imposed 
on any of the suffragists since the po- 
lice began interfering with their white 
house picketing. Addressing the de- 
fendants, Judge Mullowny declared his 
duty was exceptionally difficult as they 
were women of position, refinement and 
intelligence. He said their acquittal, 
on the other hand, would be a dan- 
gerous precedent of judicial sanction 
to infractions of the law. During the 
trial the court repeatedly had promised 
suspension of judgment if the women 
would promise to discontinue the white 
house picketing. 

The.progress of the trial was turbu- 
lent and the judge frequently was com- 
pelled to threaten spectators with ejec- 
tion for applauding. After one defend- 
ant declared the proceedings were a 
farce, the bailiffs were called to estab- 
lish order. The women frequently 
reiterated, however, that they were ar- 
rested at the instance of “some one in 


the administration,” and the judge fi- 
nally gave voice to his impatience and 
said any further declarations of that 
kind would be considered contempt of 
court,

aboard a train for the ride to Occoquan, 
about twenty-five miles distant.

The senate constitutional amend- 
ment committee yesterday afternoon 
passed favorably on the bill to cre- 
ate Cook county. It is proposed to 
cieate this county from territory 
nv included in Berrien county.

Two important measures were ap- 
proved yesterday by the house com- 
mittee on constitutional amendments. 

One of these was a bill by Representa- 
tives Burwell, of Hancock, and Chupp, 
of DeKalb, exempting college endow- 
ments from taxation, except where they 
were invested in lands. 

Representative Hall, of Bibb, opposed 
the measure on the ground that it at- 
tacked the most vital part of the con- 
stitution and opened the floodgates to 
other tax exemptions. Hhe did not be- 
lieve in denominational] schools, he said, 
and people who felt as he did ought 
not to be discriminated against by the 
state in favor of those who did believe 
in them. It was the accumulation of 
vast amounts of property in tax exempt 
church institutions that led to the 
reformation in England, he asserted. 

Supports Exemptions. 

In reply, Representative Atkinson, of 
Fulton, said that no one could be more 
of an individualist in government than 
he. He was opposed on general prin- 
ciples to taxing one man or class of 
men for others’ benefit. But constitu- 
tions had to be made to suit occasions. 
When the constitution of 1877 ‘was 
adopted there were no college endow- 
ments to speak of in Georgia, he said. 
Exemption couid naturally not have 
been an issue then, but now that great 
denominational institutions of learning 
were being built up, it was right, in 
his opinionn, that the people should 
have an opportunity to vote whether 
they would encourage their growth by 
exempting their endowments from tax- 
ation. 

The other measure, which was 
recommended by a vote of 8 to 6, was 
a bill of Mr. Walker, of Ben Hill, to 
increase the number of senatorial dis- 
tricts in Georgia from 44 to 61. The 
bill provides that each senatorial dis- 
trict should contain three counties, 
with the exception of Fulton and De- 
Kalb, which together should constitute 
one district. 

The following bills were acted on fa- 
vorably by house general judiciary 
committee No. 1: 

By Mr. Johnson of Appling—To al- 
low courts of ordinary to amend the 
return of appraisers setting aside a 
year’s eupport for widows. 

By Dr. Beall of Richmond—To pro- 
vide for the escheat to the state for 
educational purposes of unclaimed 
property, the owners of which were not 
heard from for three years after 
escheat proceedings were begun, 
Former Congressman W. H. Fleming, 
of Augusta, appeared before the com- 
mitte to urge approval of this bill. 

By fessrs. Arnold -and Jones of 
Coweta—To prohibit the specific per- 
formance of any contract, agreement or 
revision to make awill or other testi- 
mentary disposition except in writing 
and executed with the same formality 
as is required by law in making a 
will. 

Bills on Marriage. 

A number of bills to chance the law 
in regard to marriage licenses were 
referred to a sub-committee, composed 
of Messrs. Anderson, Stovall and Mc- 
Donald.

FURIOUS FIGHTING 
BETWEEN FRENCH 
AND THE GERMANS 


Victory Won by the French 
in the Verdun Sector, But 
the Germans Score Success 
in Champagne. 


New York, July 17.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—There has been no relaxation in 
the intensity of the fighting between 
the French and the Germans on vari- 
ous sectors of the southern line in 
France from the region of Soissons 
eastward through ‘the Champagne and 
into the district northeast of Verdun, 
centering about the famous hill 304. 

Victor ire recorded for both sides 
—for tk zermans along the Laon- 
Soissons road in the penetration and 
destruction of French trenches, and in 
Champagne, north of Mont Teton, where 
the forces of the crown prince previous- 
ly had been repulsed with heavy casu- 
alties, and for the French in the Verdun 
sector, where General Petain’s forces 
in a mighty effort took enemy lines on 
a front of a mile and a half to a depth 
of about two-thirds of a mile. 


PARTIAL SUCCESS 
FOR THE GERMANS. 


The success of the Germans north of 
Mont Teton was obtained through per- 
sistent counter attacks on positions 
they had lost last Saturday, in which 
their losses had been extremely heavy. 
While the German war office asserts 
that all the old German positions were 
recaptured, the Paris official com- 
munication declares that the troops of 
the crown prince only regained a foot- 
ing at certain points in the trench ele- 
ments. 

Artillery duels and small operations 
carried out by raiding parties continue 
to feature the situation on the line 
where the British are facing the Ger- 
mans. Intensive air fighting is still 
in progress in this region, in the latest 
of which six German machines were 
driven down and three s forced 
down out of control by British airmen, 
whose machines all returned from 
their forays. 


RUSSIANS YIELD 
TOWN OF KALUSZ. 


The Russians in east Galicia have 
been forced for strategic reasons to 
evacuate the town of Kalusz and take 
up positions on the southern side of 
the Lomnica river. The important 
crossing of the Lomnica was made se- 
cure by the troops of General Brus- 
Siloff after they made their retreat. 
Previous to retiring the Germans had 
carried out persistent attacks on 
Kalusz, but the Russians had repulsed 
all of them. Serious fighting has taken 
place in this immediate region for the 
village of Novica, the Austro-Germans 
capturing it, but later being driven out 
on the arrival of Russian reserves. 

Heavy artillery fighting continues 
along the northern front around Riga, 
Dvinsk and Smorgon, but as yet the 
extent of the operations has not been 
revealed in any of the official 
munications. 

In Rumania, along the Danube, Rus- 
Sian scouts captured. the 
Dunaevec and most of its defenders, 
but later abandoned the position.

Sir Edward will be succeeded 
by Sir Eric Campbell Geddes, who has 
been director general of munitions sup- 
ply. 

Winston Spencer Churchill succeeds 
Dr. Christopher Addison as minister of 
munitions, Dr. Addison becoming a 
minister without portfolio in charge of 
reconstruction. 

Edwin Samuel Montagu, a former 
cabinet minister, is made secretary for 
India.” 

Montagu Acceptable to Public. 

One of the most acceptable appoint- 
ments, as far as the general public is 
concerned, is that of Mr. Montagu. He 
is one of the very few members of the 
Asquith administration. in which he 
was minister of munitions, to join the 
Lloyd-George ministry. 

Mr. Montagu has had considerable ex- 
perience in the affairs of India, having 
once held the post of under-secretary 
for India. Latelv he has been in charge 
of a large committee exploring the 
ground for reconstruction after the war. 
and before the recent resignation of J. 
Austen Chamberlain as secretary for 
India was announced, it was generally 
supposed that Mr. Montagu eventually 
would become minister of reconstruc- 
tion. 

The necessity for finding a new sec- 
retary for India, however, caused a 
modification in the plans, and Dr. Ad- 
dison, who has been slated for the pro- 
jected ministry of health, now becomes 
head of this reconstructive committe, 
which has been created into a kind of 
ministerial department.

London, July 17.—The admiralty an- 
nounced the capture of four German 
steamers by British destroyers in the | 
North sea. 

The steamers are the Pellworm, 
Brietzieg, Marie Horn and Heinz Blum- 
berg. 

The captured steamers are all small, 
the largest being the Brietseig, of 1,495 
tons gross, owned in Hamburg. The 
Pellworm, 1.370 tons gross, also was 
owned in Hamburg. The Marie Horn, 
1,088 tons, is from Schleswig and the 
Heinz Blumberg, 1,226 tons, is register- 
ed from Hamburg. 

Battered by Gunfire, 

Two other German steamers were 
with the four vessels later captured 
when the group was signalled by the 
British war craft. All six made for the 
Dutch coast and two of them reached 
the shore. These two were badly dam- 
aged by gunfire. 

A Reuter dispatch from Ymuiden says 
four German ships have been sunk by 
British destroyers in the North sea, 
four captured, three stranded and three 
forced to return to Rotterdam. 

Since Saturday 17 German steamers 
have sailed from Rotterdam, three at 
one time and 14 at another, the dispatch 
says. Of the first group one, the Mag- 
wig Blumenthal, 1,535 tons gross, was 

recked off Zandvoort. Of the second 
group, owing to the action of British 
destroyers, not one vessel was able to 
proceed, eight being captured or sunk 
and three succeeding in putting back to 
Rotterdam. Of the three remaining 
steamships, which were stranded, two 
were afire. 

Alleged Violation of Neutrality. 

A Reuter dispatch from Y¥muiden, 
dated July 16, says that acoording to 
official information it has not yet been 
ascertained whether the British attack 
upon or pursuit of the German steam- 
ers occurred within Dutch territorial 
waters. Eye-witnesses are quoted as 
declaring that the steamers were at- 
tacked at least four miles from. the 
coast. The Dutch naval authorities, it 
is said, are a 

Although an official statement re- 
garding the place of the attack is still 
lacking, The Amsterdam Handelsblad, 
Says a dispatch from that city, takes it 
for granted that “British destroyers 
flagrantly violated Dutch territorial 
waters, The violation,” it adds, “was 
still worse because the British did not 
hesitate in its execution, despite the 
danger to the inhabitants of a district 
which might have been bombarded. The 
government will not fail to protest.” 

The newspaper prints the story of an 
eye-witness of the attack, the manager 
of the local hotel at Bergen-Aan-Zee, 
who says a considerable number of de- 
stroyers were firing at the German 
ships. A number of shells fell in the 
neighborhood of Bergen, but so far as 
is known, without injuring any one. 
One shell, according to the story, fell 
in Bergenbinnen, a trifle inland from 
Bergen. 


FRST GRAN ELEVATOR 
FOR GEORGIA STARTS UP 


At Quitman—Has a Daily Ca- 
pacity of 20,000 Bushels 
and Buys First Car. 


Washington, July 17.—Plans of the 
leaders of both parties in congress for 
quick action on the administration’s 
aviation bill, providing a great $640,- 
000,000 program for striking at Ger- 
many through the air, promised tonight 
to be blocked by a small group of sen- 
ators, including La Follette and Gron- 
na, who are planning to reopen the 
question of conscription. 

An agreement to meet at 10 o’clock 
tomorrow in order to take up the bill 
was ma@e in the senate with the hope 
of a final vote before the food bill de- 
bate is resumed under the rules at noon. 
The hope virtually was abandoned 
later, however, when the purposes of 
the measure’s critics became apparent. 
Senator Chamberlain, manager for the 
bill, said he did not believe it could 
be passed tomorrow, “or without con- 
siderable discussion later.” 

Urgent Request for Haste. 

Sent to congress with the urgent re- 
quest that consideration be expedited 
to avoid unnecessary delay in launch- 
ing the program that officials say will 
turn the balance of power in the air 
against Germany, the bill was passed 
by the house last Saturday without a 
roll call, and today was reported favor- 
ably by the senate military committee 
without amendment and by a unani- 
mous vote. Democratic and republican 
leaders joined in the plan for hasten- 
ing final congressional action and un- 
til Senator La Follette and his asso- 
ciates indicated their intentions, there 
was every hope that the measure would 
be in the hands of the president before 
tomorrow night. 

It is understood that those who will 
object to passage tomorrow will direct 
their attack against the provision 
which empowers the president to draft 
men into the aviation sefvice. The 
leaders expect that as a /result the 
whole question of conscription may be 
reopened. 

Senator Chamberlain said tonight an 
overwhelming majority of the senate is 
favorable to the bill one is anxious 
for immediate action. If he is unable 
to secure unanimous consent tomorrow 
for the bill’s consideration, he plans to 
move to take it up for the morning ses- 
sion at least, and expects to have 
enough votes behind him. 

Leaders also plan to advise the coun- 
itry through the opposition developing, 
as to what senators are delaying action.

*T want to take this occasion to ex- 
press to you my sincere appreciation 
of your many courtesies extended to me 
during the last three years.” 

Secretary Redfield declined tonight to 
discuss the reasons for Dr. Pratt’s dis- 
missal. All that he would say was con- 
tained in this brief statement: 

“While Dr. Pratt has many excellent 
qualities and much ability, it was deem- 
ed wise for administrative reasons and 
for the good of the service that a 
change be made. There will be no other 
readjustments in the service The mat- 
ter had been for some time under con- 
sideration.”

Southern Ports Efficiency 
Commission Organized at 
Meeting of Prominent Men 
in Atlanta Tuesday. 


After a discussion of ways and means 
lasting for several hours, the executive 
board of the Southern Ports Efficiency 
commission vested in Me]l ‘R. Wilkin- 
son, chairman, authority to appoint a 
committee to go to Washington imme- 
diately and take up with representa- 
tives of the United States government 
and agents of foreign governments, the 
proposition of sending through south- 
ern and gulf ports, a percentage of 
supplies for the armiés in Europe. This 
action was taken at the conclusion of 
the conference of forty-five represen- 
tatives of “Big Business” from all port 
towns in the south and bordering on 
the gulf, held in the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce yesterday. 

Mr. Wilkinson said after the con- 
ference that he will not announce the 
names of the committeemen until 
Wednesday morning, as it is his inten- 
tion to study the situation carefully, 
and get men who can accomplish re- 
sults, 

Many Cities Represented. 

The appointment of the executive 
committee followed a session of two 
hours Tuesday morning, in which rep- 
resentatives of Birmingham, Montgom- 
ery, Mobile, New Orleans, Pensacola, 
Brunswick, Savannah and Charleston 
took part, in addition to members of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce. 

Executive Committee. 

‘The executive committee of the com- 
mission consists of A. W. Carey, 
Birmingham; F. D. M. Strachen, of 
Brunswick; T. C. Tipton, of Jackson- 
ville; Charoes Kimmick, of Charleston;

and Blanks Everett of Birmingham. In 
the executive board is vested the full 
powers of the commission. They are 
authorized to appoint subcommittees, 
fill vacancies and add members if they 
| 80 desire. 

While this board was in session the 
conferees were tendered a luncheon in 
the assembly room of the chamber of 
commerce, at which time short talks 
were made by several of those attend- 
ing. F.. J. Paxon made a welcome ad- 
dress, assuring them that Atlanta has 
no ax to grind in the matter, but is 
working simply to help the south, and 
realizes that every step she takes for 
herself adds to the progressiveness of 
the entire south. 

Sbip Reaches Genoa, 

Judge D. W. Krauss, of Brunswick, 
responded and brought forth cheers 
when he announced that the “good ship 
‘Glynn,’ the first ship to be construct- 
ed in the south since the civil waz, 
was built in Brunswick and we have 
just received a cablegram announcing 
her arrival in Genoa with a cargo of 
naval stores.” Mr. Krauss explained 
further that there are now five ships 
under construction in the Brunswicx 
dock yards. 

When the luncheon was finished, the 
committee was ready to report and 
named the members of the executive 
board. The conference of the entire 
delegation was then declared ad- 
journed. 

At 2:30 o’clock the executive commit- 
tee retired to the directors’ room of 
the chamber of commerce, and remain- 
ed in executive session until nearly 5 
o’clock. When they adjourned Mr. Hitt 
made the following announcement: 

“Immediately after the general meet- 
ing the executive committee went into 
session and discussed ways and means, 
Chairman Wilkinson was empowered 
to assemble the necessary information 
and appoint a strong subcommittee to 
go to Washington in the next few 
days and place the information gain- 
ed of the southern port facilities before 
the proper authorities, and to tender 
their services to those in authority. 

“Our plan is to assist the govern- 
ment and our allies to work out the 
most efficient means of relieving the 
present congestion at eastern ports by 
a full utilization of southern ports not 
only for southern traffic, but also for 
the central and western states, which 
should naturally flow through south- 
ern ports. 

“It was announced that already, in 
anticipation of a possible trend of ex- 
port traffic through southern ports the 
railroads have announced the publica- 
tion of rates from central freight as- 
sociation territory on a parity with 
rates to eastern ports, which recog- 
nition will be a strong argument in 
favor of the proposition, though it was 
not thought that the inland rates would 
be of any major importance in com- 
parison with other controlling consid- 
erations.”

After a lengthy debate the senate 
Tuesday morning reconsidered its ac- 
tion of last Friday in passing the biil 
of Senator Carswell for the repeal cf 
the contract labor law. The contest for 
the reconsideration was spirited and the 
reconsideration was accomplished by 
the close vote of 21 to 20. 

The motion to reconsider was made by 
President Olive, who took the floor of 
the senate in behalf of his motion, Sen- 
ator Wohlwender presiding. 

President Olive gave a history of the 
contract labor law and declared tnat to 
repeal this law would take away from 
the small farmer his only rrotection 
against the inroads of large corpora- 
tions upon farm labor.

The opposition to the motion to re- 
consider was led by Senator Carswell, 
author of the bill to repeal the act, 
who asserted that the law worked great 
hardship upon farm labor and honest 
employers of farm labor through prose- 
cutions or threatened prosecutions tnau- 
gurated by unscrupulous labor em- 
Ployers.

Georgia today has more counties thar 


any other state of the union, with the single 
exception of Texas, which state is of five 
times the area of Georgia, and in proportion 
Georgia has more counties than Texas! 

For many years the 137 counties created 
by the state after the civil war remained; 
then the mania for slicing began to develop, 
jumping the list in a few years from 137 to 
152, and increasing the burden of taxation 
by just that much. 

If any one thing ever has been demon- 
strated it is the fact that it is the big coun- 
ties of the state that are giving the people 
better roads, better schools, better public 
facilities of every sort, for their money. 
Why? 

Because they are more able to do it. 

The fixed expenses of the administration 
of a road system, a school system or any 
other sort of a public system, are no greater 
for a large county than for a small one; and 


when you cut up a large county into several 


small ones you simply increase that much | 


the cost of administration—you simply add 
that much to the expense incidental to the 
building and maintenance 
jails, road-building plants, etc., 
necessity of several sets of administrative 
officials to do the work of one set.

That is the reason why a great many of 
the small counties of Georgia today. 
unable to take advantage of their share of 
the state’s convicts for highway 
ments—simply because they cannpt support 
them! 

Every subdivision of a seaenyi therefore, 
lessens the efficiency and increas¢s the cost 
of county government. 

There have been exceptional) instances 
where the creation of new counties has been 
justified; but this county-division business 
has been going on for a number of years 
and the exceptional instances 
met and adjusted. 

If this patchwork continues it will result 
in the state’s eventually being cut up into 
a county crazy quilt, with increased burden 
of county administration mounting higher 
with every patch. yd

Georgia could not do better today than 
to revise its entire system of county lines, 
reducing instead of increasing the number 
of counties, and connecting up the smaller 
with larger counties—thus assuring public 
improvements which the small counties can 
not afford. 

Possibly that may never be brought 
about; but let us hope that if we cannot 
look forward to county consolidation and 
greater efficiency and development by that 
method, we can at least stop the cutting-up

Practically All of Tuesday

With a determined purpose to get 


down to real ‘business, the house of jlar 


representatives met at 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning and, as soon as the 
preliminary order of business had been 
disposed of, put on its third reading 
the first general bill of this session. 

The bill taken up was house bill No. 
1, sponsored by Mr. Barfield, of Bibb, 
otherwise to be known as “The Land 
Registration Act.’ The measure was 
prepared by a commission, appointed 
under a joint resolution of the general 
assembly approved August, 14, 1914, 
and composed of R. -M. Holtzclaw, of 
Perry; S.-M. Turner, of Quitman, and 
Arthur G. Powell, of Atlanta. 

Provisions of Bill, 
The bill will be up for consideration 


Wednesday as unfinished business, pro- 
Vided efforts to table or indefinitely 
postpone it are unsuccessful. Just be- 
fore adjournment Tuesday, Representa- 
tive Harvin, of Calhoun, offered a mo- 
tion to indefinitely postpone. 

As many of the representatives are 
unfamiliar with the contents of the 
bill and some are inclined to be fright- 
ened by its length, it may be well to 
state here, in the language of the com- 
missioners who prepared it after a 
period of arduous labor, just what the 
measure provides. In their report they 
Summarize the purposes of the bill as 
follows: 

1. A cheap, but thorough and com- 
prehensive procedure, by which any 
one who really owns a tract of land 
may have his title confirmed and es- 
tablished by a decree which will stand 
in any court just as if it were the state's 
Plat and grant issued to him, and at 
the same time will make it extremely 
difficult for one who is not the true 
Owner to register, and thereby steal 
someone's else land. 

2. A system of so registering the title 
that everything connected with it or 
affecting it in any way, such as mort- 

ages, liens, homesteads, encum- 

rances and like matters will appear 
on a single page. 

* 3. Ownership of land by 
Which is conclusive as to the owner- 
Ship, but which shows on its face all 
encumbrances put on it by the owner, 
and which, by being taken to the 
clerk’s office at any time and stamped 
With a single entry, will show that 
there are no judgments and encumbran- 
ces against the land other than those 
shown on the face of the certificate. 

4. A method by which land can be 
transferred almost as simply as ordi- 
nary commercial paper and by which it 
can be used as collateral with as great 
facility as if it were a stock or bond 
of equal value. 

5. A system which, while it does not 
altogether free the title from those 
troublesome and often expensive pro- 
ceedings which are brought about by 
the death of an owner g by other in- 
voluntary transmission, simplifies 
these matters very much and provides 
a sure way of ascertaining at all times 
who is the true owner, notwithstand- 
ing the entanglements that may have 
occurred. 

6. A system 
comprehensive. 

7. A system that is purely voluntary. 

In other words, the proposed meas- 
ure would adopt in Georgia a form of 
the Torrens system of land registra- 
tion by decree of court, which has met 
with general favor in other states 
where it has'been adopted. 

Catts Not to Be Found.

Mr. Brown, of Clark, secured the 
permission of the house to have the 
bill, providing for the sale outside of 
the state of 20,000 gallons of wine de- 
vised to the state university by the 
late Judson L. Hand, which measure 
had been unanimously unfavorably re- 
- ported by the committee on temper- 
ance, placed on the house calendar. 

Among the new bills introduced was 
one by Mr. Vincent, of Pickens, pro- 
viding for the furnishing of school 
books free to children of the primary 
grades in the common schools (grades 
first to fourth). 

A_resolution was introduced by Mr. 
McCrory, of Schley, providing for an 
investigation of the number of teach- 
ers employed at the state college of 
agriculture and the salaries paid them. 

A bill by Mr. Chambers, of Favette 
provides for the payment of assess- 
ments against property ownérs for pav- 
ing and improving streets in cities of 
1,000 or over in ten installments.

William J. Harris Speaks, 


William J. Harris, chairman of the 
federal trade commission, opened his 
address with a tribute to the Georgia 
press, expressing his pride at the op- 
.portunity, afforded him to address 
| “Georgia’s able and talented men serv- 
ing her in newspaper work.” 

He referred to the European war 
and the series of atrocities leading to 
it, declaring that the public had been 
kept apprised of these world events 
through the agency of the press, as 
well,as the news of America’s long and 
patient suffering before the president 
would consent ‘to take a step that 
would bring this country into war.” 

Continuing the speaker said: 

“It is splendid to see how all classes of 
people, of all political parties, have rallied 
to the support of tne president. Indeed, it 
seems as if nearly every man and woman 
in the nation stands ready to do his or her 
‘bit’ to serve their country in its hour of 
need. There is, however, an occasional dis- 
cordant note. 

“I am happy to know, and was pleased to 
inform the president, that the Georgia state 
senate, by unanimous vote, and that the 
Georgia house of representatives, by a vote 
of 115 to 5, had unqualifiedly indorsed his 
administration. 

He read the following message from the 
president to the Georgia editors: 


President to Georgia Editors. 


The White House, Washington, July 13, | 
1917.—-My Dear Mr. Chairman: 
when you address the Georgia Press asso- 
ciation next Tuesday you will convey to 
its members my very cordlal greeting and 
an expression of my warm and sincere ap- 
preciation of the generous support they have 
been giving the administration. Il would 
not without its assistance know how to in- 
terpret the attitude of Georgia. 

Cordially and sincerely yours, 
(Signed) WOODROW WILSON.

‘The early years of his man- 
were spent in Georgia and he knows 
our history and _ traditions, While Presi- 
dent Wilson’s great heart throbs for the 
people in every state in the union, and he 
is truly the president of the whole coun- 
try, yet those who know him well appre- 
ciate the fact that he is particularly de- 
voted to Georgia and that he has an abid- 
ing faith in the honor and valor of her 
people. 

He referred to Secretary McAdoo as a 
Georgian and read a letter from him to the 
Georgia press. 

Tribute to Wilson. 

The speaker concluded with the fol- 
lowing tribute to the president: 

“For histranscendent ability and states- 
mauship and the many wonderful things 
that President Wilson has accomplished, he 
stands today as the greatest statesman and 
the noblest figure in all the world, and he 
will go down in history with Washington 
and Jefferson as the great defenders and 
preservers of liberty and justice.

It is not thought that he can re- 
cover, ag his wounds are quite serious. 

Bowers has heretofore had the repu- 
tation of being a peaceable negro and 
has worked for several prominent citi- 
zens of Hart county at different times.

New York, July 17.—Conflicting crop 
and weather reports from Texas ex- 
lained a number of wide fluctuations 
n the cotton market today. The open- 
ing was barely steady at a decline of 
10 to 48 points, but subsequent advances 
carrie@d October contracts from 24.00 
up to 25.50, and December from 24.88 
to 25.36, or about 30 points above the 
previous night's close. This upturn 
was due to private advices claiming 
that the Texas rains which provoked 
the early break had not extended into 
.*ections of the state which were most 
in need of moisture and that the re- 
cent showery area had given way to 
predictions for fair and warmer con- 
ditions. 

Japanese houses and-trade interests 
were rather good buyers of new crops 
on this advance, but after local shorts 
had replaced the cotton sold earlier, 
@ more bearish sentiment developed 
upon receipt of later Texas reports 
claiming that the territory still suf- 
ferin from drought produced only a 
‘small part of the state's total and was 
more than offset by the favorable con- 
ditions which rain had provided in the 
rest of the southwest. Eastern belt 
conditions were also regarded as favor- 
able, and a selling movement started 
after mid-day and all the earlier im- 
provement was lost.
